Smoke prices hiked 

Skeptics think move will spur demand for illegal cigarettes

Smoke ‘em if you got ‘em, 
because cigarettes have 
gone up in price again. 

The cost of cigarettes 
has risen by five cents 
each, or $1.25 per pack or 
roughly $10 more for a 
carton. The hike was an¬ 
nounced yesterday by the 
NDP but was actually a 
platform of the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative budget 
released in May. 

The Tories were defeated 
just hours after their budg¬ 
et was unveiled, so the in¬ 


crease never took effect. 
But the NDP will be rein¬ 
troducing much of that 
budget. The tobacco hike 
came into effect today at 
12:01 a.m., and will be ap¬ 
proved retroactively by the 
legislature in the fall. 

The government said 
yesterday the hike would 
generate $21 million in ex¬ 
tra revenue this year. The 
Canadian Cancer Society 
applauded the move, say¬ 
ing it will help wean more 
people off smoking. 

Others are much less en¬ 
thusiastic. Tim Pertus of 
Sievert Tobacco Shop on 
Barrington Street said rais¬ 


ing tobacco taxes may 
seem like it’s lowering 
smoking levels, but it’s re¬ 
ally backfiring. 

“You just notice that 
people don’t come in here 
anymore. And you still see 
them smoking on the 
streets. So they’re getting 
them someplace,” he said. 

Not far from Sievert, a 
man stood on the sidewalk 
outside Pogue Fado smok¬ 
ing what he called an ille¬ 
gal cigarette. John Moor 
moved to Halifax from 
Toronto and didn’t know 
many people at first. But it 
didn’t take him long to 
find a source for cheap, il¬ 


legal smokes, he said yes¬ 
terday. 

“They’re not hard to 
find. They’re around,” 
Moor said. 

Not surprisingly, Moor 
doesn’t think raising ciga¬ 
rette taxes will help people 
quit. He said people al¬ 
ready want to quit, but as 
long as they’re smoking 
they’re going to do it as 
cheaply as possible. 

“I’m from the ’70s and 
the ’80s when you could 
afford to smoke and do all 
kinds of good drugs and 
stuff for cheap,” he said 
with a laugh. “But it’s not 
cheap anymore.” 


Ads urge 
residents 
to not flush 
'floatables'

harbour Halifax Water 
wants you to “take respon¬ 
sibility for the safety and 
beauty of our harbour,” ac¬ 
cording to a new advertis¬ 
ing campaign on local ra¬ 
dio. 

The city’s water commis¬ 
sion has launched the 
roughly $50,000 advertis¬ 
ing campaign asking peo¬ 
ple to stop flushing items 
that fit under the 
“floatable” category. That 
means objects such as 
tampons, condoms, band¬ 
ages, cotton swabs and 
floss are now on the no 
flush list. 

“Even if you’ve been do¬ 
ing it for years — stop,” 
the radio ad proclaims. 

Many of the objects, 
such as tampons, 
advertise on packaging 
that it is safe to flush be¬ 
cause it breaks down 
quickly, like toilet paper. 
However, Halifax Water 
spokesman James Camp¬ 
bell said yesterday those 
objects should have never 
been flushed in the first 
place. 

“We want people to real¬ 
ize that it belongs in the 
garbage,” Campbell said. 
“The (Halifax sewage) 
treatment plant being 
shut down is irrelevant; 
it’s always been the right 
thing to do.” 

The ads are part of the 
Pollution Prevention pro¬ 
gram made familiar with 
its “Don’t dump this” jin¬ 
gle. Campbell said the ra¬ 
dio ads should last until at 
least September.

Jennex’s son ‘gravely’ hurt 

Child of rookie cabinet minister involved in N.B. crash

A rookie NDP cabinet min¬ 
ister’s son is fighting for 
his life in a New Brunswick 
hospital after he was 
involved in a car crash in 
the province Saturday 
night. 

Ramona Jennex pulled 
perhaps the biggest elec¬ 
tion night upset on June 9 
when she defeated Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative vet¬ 
eran Mark Parent in the 
riding of Kings South. Last 
Friday the good news con¬ 
tinued as she was named 
minister of Service Nova 
Scotia and Municipal Rela¬ 
tions by Premier Darrell 
Dexter. 

But just over 24 hours 
later Jennex’s son, 21-year- 
old Fraser Williams, was 
driving on Northside Drive 
in Minto, N.B., with two 
others when the car he 
was behind the wheel of 
crashed and Williams was 
thrown from the vehicle. A 
New Brunswick RCMP re¬ 
lease said the three men 
were transported to Dr. 
Everett Chalmers Hospital 
in Fredericton, with Jen¬ 
nex subsequently taken to 
Saint John Regional Hospi¬ 


tal for treatment of what’s 
been reported as a head 
trauma injury. 

“It’s not yet clear 
whether he will recover 
from the injuries,” said 
NDP communications di¬ 
rector Shawn Fuller yester¬ 
day. “He’s gravely injured.” 

Jennex is in Saint John 


with her son. Deputy pre¬ 
mier Frank Corbett will 
take over her cabinet du¬ 
ties in the interim. 

“As you can imagine 
with these kinds of circum¬ 
stances, they are almost 
minute by minute,” Dexter 
said yesterday after his 
government’s first cabinet 


meeting. “From our per¬ 
spective we’re doing every¬ 
thing we can to support 
her and make sure she 
knows we’re all thinking 
about her and her family.” 

Jennex, a longtime 
schoolteacher, has four 
adult children and one 
grandchild. 


Pair may be linked to recent shootings: Police

A man and a woman who 
both face charges on a 
number of weapons relat¬ 
ed offences could be in¬ 
volved in a rash of recent 
shootings in the city’s 
north end, Halifax Region¬ 
al Police said yesterday. 

Police said the two 20- 
year-olds, both from Hali¬ 
fax, were arrested Sunday 
after they allegedly aban¬ 
doned a stolen Hyundai 
Sonata. The car was 
searched by police, who 


found a loaded handgun in 
the glove box. The incident 
took place June 13 as pa¬ 
trol officers conducted a 
traffic stop on Black Street 
and Fuller Terrace in Hali¬ 
fax around 8 p.m. 

“We are not going to say 
these two people are defi¬ 
nitely linked (to recent 
shootings), but certainly 
the efforts that we put 
forth in addressing those 
specific incidents have 
helped to lead to these 
charges,” said Const. Brian 
Palmeter. 

There were three shoot¬ 
ings in the north end of 


Halifax from June 13 to 16, 
and another in Fairview 
June 17. No one was hurt 
in any of the shootings and 
no arrests have been made. 

Police have said the 
shootings in the area are 
connected and are believed 
to be part of a battle be¬ 
tween two feuding groups. 
Police are also looking at a 
possible link between 
these shootings, and a May 
Street break-in on June 12 
when two men entered a 
house and used pepper 
spray on inhabitants. 

Shots were later fired at 
the same house June 16, as 


well as at High and Leed 
streets just before 7 p.m. 
June 13 and on Macara 
Street on June 15. 

Tanasha Sampson and 
Thabang Tshabalalaa were 
both scheduled to appear 
in Halifax provincial court 
yesterday to face weapons 
charges, in addition to 
charges of taking a motor 
vehicle without consent. 

Palmeter said officers ar¬ 
rested Sampson at a home 
on May Street. Tshabalalaa, 
who is also facing charges 
for breaching court orders, 
was taken into custody on 
Hartlen Avenue.

The NDP government has 
put out a tender for its 
much-discussed fiscal re¬ 
view. 

Darrell Dexter repeated¬ 
ly cited the need for an in¬ 
dependent review on the 
election campaign trail. He 
said he couldn’t give de¬ 
tailed information about 
how his government 
would balance the books 
until the review was com¬ 
plete. 

Companies will have un¬ 
til Thursday, July 2, to bid 
on the contract for the re¬ 
view, which will begin July 
6. An interim report will 
be required by Aug. 7, giv¬ 
ing the NDP time to factor 
its results into a fall budg¬ 
et. A final report will be 
due Oct. 16. 

“That’s the whole point 
of having the review, to try 
and get an independent 
perspective on the books 
and use that in our prepa¬ 
rations for the budget,”

said yesterday. 

Members of the Public 
Service Superannuation 
Plan will face an increase 
in their contributions 
starting July 
5. 

Finance 
Minister 
Graham 
Steele said 
the increase 
is needed to 
deal with a 
large short¬ 
fall in the 
plan’s fund¬ 
ing. People making under 
$44,000 will see their con¬ 
tribution increase by one 
per cent of their pay. Pay¬ 
ments by those making 
over that amount will rise 
1.3 per cent. The province 
will match the increase. 

The increase was origi¬ 
nally brought forward by 
Rodney MacDonald’s To¬ 
ries, but was scrapped 
when that government 
fell. The NDP announced 
they were reintroducing 
the increase yesterday.

Project to research stroke risk 


Halifax researchers will try 
and determine whether an 
intensive 12-weelc educa¬ 
tion and exercise program 
can reduce the risk of 
stroke for people who have 
already had mild or non-dis¬ 
abling strokes. 

Four hundred and sixty 
four patients from Nova 
Scotia who had mild or non¬ 
disabling strokes will be 
randomly assigned to either 
a community-based pro¬ 


gram of exercise and educa¬ 
tion or to clinic visits for 
health assessment, coun¬ 
selling and education. 

The research team will 
then measure blood pres¬ 
sure, cholesterol levels, 
physical activity rates and 
whether they smoke during 
the process. 

They will also use ques¬ 
tionnaires to determine 
quality of life and other 
lifestyle factors. 


Dr. Marilyn MacKay-Lyons 
and Dr. Gord Gubitz, who 
are with Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity and the QEII Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre respectively, 
are leading the research 
group. 

This project is funded in 
partnership with the Heart 
and Stroke Foundation and 
will receive $600,000 over 
three years for this and oth¬ 
er research initiatives.

PM takes aim at Iran 

Brute force, intimidation unacceptable, says Harper 


enterprise Thomson 

Reuters Corp. plans to 
withdraw its shares from 
the London Stock Ex¬ 
change, severing a key con¬ 
nection with Reuters’ 
British roots. 

The company, formed in 
2008 when Canadian data 
publishing company Thom¬ 
son Corp.’s bought British 
news and financial infor¬ 
mation provider Reuters, 
said yesterday that it would 
also remove its shares from 
the Nasdaq and remain list¬ 
ed on the New York and 
Toronto exchanges. 

While Thomson Reuters 
still has a big business in 
London, the merged com¬ 
pany has a more balanced 
global profile than either 


company had on its own 
with big businesses in the 
United States, Europe and 
Asia. Chief Executive 
Thomas Glocer, who is 
American, has moved his 
base to New York from Lon¬ 
don. 

Thomson Reuters' Lon¬ 
don listing had become 
problematic, said Todd 
Bourell, a partner at hedge 
fund ValueAct Capital, 
which owns 12 million 
Thomson Reuters shares in 
London and ranks as one of 
the company's largest 
shareholders outside of 
Canada’s Thomson family. 
The family is the largest 
shareholder of Thomson 
Reuters and holds a 55 per 
cent voting interest, reuters 


Nortel may sell: Expert 


enterprise Nortel Networks 
could soon announce the 
sale of its big enterprise di¬ 
vision as it moves closer to 
a decision to break itself 
apart completely instead 
of restructuring and 
emerging from bankrupt¬ 
cy, experts said. 

Nortel, once one of the 
world’s biggest makers of 
telecom equipment, said 
late last week it would sell 
its CDMA and LTE wireless 
businesses to Nokia 
Siemens Networks for 
$650 million. It was the 
first major divestiture 
since Nortel filed for credi¬ 
tor protection in January. 

The enterprise unit, 


which makes networks 
and gear for large corpo¬ 
rate clients, is seen as a 
next logical candidate, said 
Duncan Stewart, analyst at 
DSAM Consulting in Toron¬ 
to. 

After the wireless divi¬ 
sion, it is Nortel’s biggest 
business unit. It had first- 
quarter revenue of $395 
million, down 41 per cent 
from a year earlier, Nortel 
reported last month. 

“I would expect the 
amount that enterprise 
fetches to probably not be 
wildly higher or wildly 
lower” than the Nokia 
Siemens sale, Stewart said.

Subway trains 
collide in D.C. 

deaths Two Washington, 
D.C., subway trains collided 
during afternoon rush hour 
yesterday, killing six people 
and injuring 70 in a mass of 
tangled metal. Mayor Adri¬ 
an Fenty called the crash 
the deadliest in the 33-year 
history of the city’s Metro 
subway system. 

Fire Chief Dennis Rubin 
said 70 people had been 
treated for injuries, includ¬ 
ing at least two who were 
critically injured. At least 
one car from one of the 
trains was hurled onto the 
top of the other train in the 
accident, which occurred 
on above-ground tracks. 
Emergency workers 
propped ladders up against 
train doors to rescue 
people. Officials said one 
train hit another train that 
had stopped, but the cause 
of the crash was not imme¬ 
diately clear. 

“What happened at ap¬ 
proximately 5:02 or 5:03 
(was) one train was stopped 
waiting to get the order to 
pass because of a train 
stopped at the platform. The 
next train came up behind it 
and, for reasons that we do 
not know, collided into the 
back of that train,” John 
Catoe, general manager of 
the Washington Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Transit Authority, 
told reporters. 

The transit authority said 
one of those lulled was a fe¬ 
male train operator in the 
trailing train.

Last 
week he showed some ca¬ 
pacity for openness and 
power-sharing capacity 
when he sat down with 
Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff to work out some 
differences. 

Some democratic spirit 
was breathed into the sys¬ 
tem.

Have you ever wondered 
how many women married 
each other last year? It was 
a big political issue for 
years here, and remains an 
enormous one in that lam¬ 
entable nation to our 
south. And yet, it’s not a 
number that’s bandied 
about much. I think I 
know why. 

In Toronto, the answer is 
616. That’s down 28 per 
cent from 2004, the first 
full year in which same-sex 
marriage was legal. The to¬ 
tal number of marriages 
was down five per cent 
over the same period. For 
men, the number was 868, 
down the same 28 per cent 


since 2004. According to 
the 2006 census, there 
were 7,465 married same- 
sex couples in Canada. 
Chances are, there are still 
fewer than 10,000 of them, 
compared with more than 
six million of the opposite- 
sex variety. We changed a 
lot of laws to let these peo¬ 
ple marry each other, and 
upset a lot of people in the 
process — all for what’s 
turned out to be some¬ 
thing like 0.06 per cent of 
the population. 

Was it all worth it? 

The short answer is no. 
The government’s only cal¬ 
culable interest in its con¬ 
stituents marrying is the 
production of more citi¬ 
zens, more taxpayers and 
while same-sex coupling 
doesn’t do any harm to 
that formula, it doesn’t 
help it either. So the state 



should have stayed where 
it was, with a hand in the 
couplings it has an interest 
in, staying clear of those it 
doesn’t. 

The long answer, howev¬ 
er, is yes. Not everything a 
government does can be 
expressed on a spread¬ 
sheet, a mistake many of 
us make when we moan 
about unbusinesslike prac¬ 
tices. What the govern¬ 
ment did when it changed 
all those laws was create a 
different Canada. It had 
been a long time since we 
led the world. Medicare 
was great, and we were 
once Pearson’s peacekeep¬ 
ers. But other than Celine 
Dion and the BlaclcBerry, 


what had we done for the 
world lately? Six years ago 
this month, we became on¬ 
ly the third nation in the 
world to let same-sex cou¬ 
ples marry. 

From that point on, the 
rest of the world has been 
playing catch-up. I’d 
stopped going to Pride, to 
be honest. The whole idea 
seemed stuck in another 
decade. 

But six years ago, the 
weekend after Pride took 
on a whole new meaning. 
I’m not going to go this 
year, but you can be sure 
my fiance and I will be two 
of the proudest pups on 
Parliament Hill this Cana¬ 
da Day.

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Few strides 
in capital 
markets 
for women 

study There has been no 
rise in the number of 
women working in key 
parts of Canadian capital 
markets since the start of 
the decade, a study released 
yesterday showed, despite 
robust growth in the indus¬ 
try and efforts to ensure 
more female 
representation. 

Men continue to outnum¬ 
ber women four to one in 
all positions — excluding 
administrators — in a 
financial sector that ranges 
from brokerages to under¬ 
writing. 

“It was a 

disappointment,” said 
Martha Fell, chief executive 
of Women in Capital Mar¬ 
kets, a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion that promotes the en¬ 
try, advancement and 
development of women in 
the capital markets. The 
group commissioned the 
study to benchmark 2008. 

There has been robust 
growth in the industry 
overall recently — the 
number of people in capital 
markets was up 12 per cent 
in 2008 from 2005 — but 
the percentage of women 
represented has barely 
changed. 

The study showed the 
overall percentage of 
women in the investment 
dealer and retail private 
client business lines was up 
slightly at 39 per cent in 
2008 from 37 per cent in 
2000. Between 2005-2008, 
the figure was unchanged 
at 39 per cent.

Recession not affecting 
plan to Own the Podium

Olympics The economic cli¬ 
mate has not put a dent in 
Canada’s plan to own the 
podium at the Vancouver 
Olympics, according to 
Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee CEO Chris Rudge. 

“Because of the excite¬ 
ment of having the Games 
at home, (Olympians) are 
drawing an awful lot more 
money than we’ve ever 
had in the system,” Rudge 
said. “But whether we’d 
have more without the 
downturn, it’s difficult to 
qualify.” 

The actual Own the Podi¬ 
um initiative — a collabora¬ 
tive effort involving nation¬ 
al sport organizations, gov¬ 
ernment and corporate 
sponsors — is unaffected by 
the downturn, Rudge said. 
That program puts $18,000 
tax-free dollars in the pock¬ 
ets of 1,200 top athletes 
and $12,000 into those of 
600 more. 

“Own the Podium is fully 
funded through 2010,” 


Rudge said. “Everyone is 
following through on their 
commitments. That pro¬ 
gram is not suffering at all.” 

Rudge did concede that 
non-carded athletes trying 
to self-fund could be affect¬ 
ed by the economy. In fact, 
he knows first-hand. His 
daughter, Diane, is a half¬ 
pipe snowboarder, and, as 
he puts it, is “living off the 
bank of mom and dad.” 

“It takes a tremendous 
amount of sacrifice,” said 
Rudge, of athletes in simi¬ 
lar situations to his daugh¬ 
ter’s. 

When asked if athletes 
for the 2012 Summer 
Olympics in London will be 
impacted negatively, Rudge 
said the financial support 
system will be much 
stronger than it was for Bei¬ 
jing in 2008. He said Van¬ 
couver 2010 has generated 
so much excitement that 
London 2012 is building off 
the momentum. 

“The biggest legacy of 
these Games is going to be 
the creation of programs 
like Own the Podium,” he 
said. “Better funded, better 
focused, setting goals, go¬ 
ing in saying, ‘We want to 
win.’ That’s something we 
didn’t do in the past.”

When Phil Anderson 
moved 5,000 kilometres 
away to Albuquerque, 
MM., last August, the Hali¬ 
fax tennis star quickly 
learned he could leave his 
umbrella at home.

the journal Trends in Ecol¬ 
ogy & Evolution claims 
that same-sex coupling oc¬ 
curs in virtually all exist¬ 
ing animal species. 

The idea of homosexuali¬ 
ty among animals is con¬ 
troversial because it does¬ 
n’t jibe with the biological 
imperative given same-sex 
couplings can’t reproduce. 

But, in some cases, like 
that of Laysan albatrosses, if 
a male-female pair produces 
eggs and “dad” dies or takes 
off, another female often 
steps in to help raise the 
chicks, increasing their 
chances of survival. In other 
cases, it seems like more of 
a time killer, as with male 
Bottlenose dolphins that en¬ 
gage in sexual play with 
other males until the fe¬ 
male is sexually mature and 
ready for action. 

Still others, like male

fruit flies, are just too daft 
to distinguish males or fe¬ 
males because they lack a 
gene that would help tell 
them apart. 

Still, despite the evi¬ 
dence, researchers who 
support the existence of 
homosexuality among ani¬ 
mals are often accused of 
having an agenda, using 
the presence of homosexu¬ 
ality in animals to justify it 


among humans. 

But Canadian biologist 
Bruce Bagemihl, author of 
Biological Exuberance: An¬ 
imal Homosexuality and 
Natural Diversity empha¬ 
sizes the opposite. “It’s too 
easy to say, because homo¬ 
sexuality occurs in ani¬ 
mals, it must be natural in 
people,” he explains. “Ani¬ 
mals do many things we 
wouldn’t consider accept¬ 
able behaviour in people 
— rape, incest and so on.” 

And, as Bagemihl’s re¬ 
search reveals, while there 
may be an explanation for 
homosexual behaviour in 
one species, no general ex¬ 
planation applies. “I think 
we need to re-examine 
why we’re looking for an 
explanation in the first 
place,” he says. “Maybe, for 
example, they’re just hav¬ 
ing fun.” 


Back on our farm grow¬ 
ing up, it wasn’t uncom¬ 
mon to see Bossy mount¬ 
ing Flossie out in the pas¬ 
ture. Was it because cer¬ 
tain cows had secret homo¬ 
sexual yearnings or was it 
simply that there was no 
Bart the Bull available to 
mess around with? 

“The whole question of 
sexual pleasure is tough for 
zoologists to deal with,” 
adds Bagemihl. “There is a 
continuum of sexual ex¬ 
pression in the animal 
world that includes hetero¬ 
sexuality, homosexuality, 
bisexuality and everything 
in between. Why can’t we 
see this behaviour as a nat¬ 
ural variation in sexual ex¬ 
pression?”

Abigail Breslin plays girl conceived to harvest body parts

Thirteen-year-old Oscar 
nominee Abigail Breslin 
was anxious to get to 
lunch during a Canada me¬ 
dia stopover for the film 
My Sister’s Keeper. 

She’s approaching the 
end of a three month strict 
“no-clothes buying spend¬ 
ing diet” imposed by her 
father. She is scheduled to 
have lunch at a mall and 
its only mid-June. The diet 
doesn’t end until July 1. 

“Oh yes!” she assures. 
“He never said anything 
about shoes or jewelry or 
purses, he just said 
clothes. That’s a very limit¬ 
ed arena.” 

Breslin’s film, based on 
Jodi Picoult’s novel, looks 
at the damage caused by a 
mother’s obsessive fight to 
keep alive a daughter 
gravely ill with leukemia. 
Breslin plays the second 
daughter who was scien¬ 
tifically conceived and al¬ 
tered to be a source of 
body tissue and organ do¬ 
nations for her older sis¬ 
ter’s procedures. 

Breslin’s character de¬ 
cides she’s had enough, 
and sues her parents for 
medical emancipation. 

“It teaches us a lot. What 
you have today you might 
not have tomorrow. It also 
shows that the whole fam¬ 
ily does love each other. 
It’s definitely a hard situa¬ 
tion to be in to have to de¬ 
cide what to do. Every situ¬ 
ation in the movie is hard 
and my character, she’s be¬ 
tween her sister and her 
family and that is definite-

ly hard, “ Breslin says. 

“I see the mother’s point 
of view,” she continues. 
“That’s one of the things I 
liked about the movie. 
There are no real bad guys, 
everybody’s doing what 
they think is right and 
best and not trying to do 
anything bad.” 

Breslin’s sunny face 


darkens ever so 
slightly. “People 
tell me they 
wept watching it. 

Well, I cried mak¬ 
ing it. It’s definitely a 
hard movie to watch but 
at the end of the day, it’s 
about a family who, even 
though they are discon¬ 
nected, they still love each 


other. 

“That’s really important. 
It makes you think, it 
taught me not to take any¬ 
thing for granted, especial¬ 
ly health. It shows what a 
really horrible disease can¬ 
cer is. And one day I want 
to be able to say it used to 
be but it’s not any more.” 

There are some less 
heavy roles on Breslin’s 
horizon, including the ani¬ 
mated features The Wild 
Bunch, Rango and Quan¬ 
tum Quest: A Cassini 
Space Odyssey, along with 
a horror comedy Zom- 
bieland. 

The young actress is 
quick to change back to 
cheerier subjects. 

“ T definitely like acting, 
and I like fashion, I 
like clothes,” 
Breslin says. 
‘And I’m dou¬ 
ble-jointed.” 

With that, 
she bends 
her thumb 
right up 
against her 
wrist, then jumps 
up, turns her high- 
heeled feet in opposite di¬ 
rections and walks, one 
foot facing completely 
backwards.

‘Our music is the weapon' 

Tom Morelio crafts revolutionary party jams with Street Sweeper Social Club

“A Street Sweeper isn’t 
what you think it is,” 
relates Street Sweeper So¬ 
cial Club mainstay Tom 
Morelio, shrugging off the 
image of bristly men pol¬ 
ishing city avenues. “It’s a 
machine gun that shoots 
shotgun-sized shells; the 
only firearm that the 
National Rifle Association 
is in favour of banning.” 

One might not instantly 
recognize the name Tom 
Morelio but the gui¬ 
tarist/producer’s pedigree 
is certainly unforgettable. 
Attaining global recogni¬ 
tion with his first bona 
fide act, hip-hop/hard rock 
hybrid Rage Against The 
Machine in the 1990s 
through to sophomore 
opus Audioslave that fea¬ 
tured members of Rage 
consorting with former 
Soundgarden throat Chris 
Cornell, Morello’s work 
has burrowed further into 


our brains than most 
would expect. 

“That sheds a different 
light on what a Street 
Sweeper Social Club is,” 
he says, with a grin. “The 
idea is that our music is 
the weapon, which we in¬ 
tend to be powerful 
enough to sweep the 
streets with.” 

Morello’s latest endeav¬ 
our, Street Sweeper Social 
Club is best defined as a 
return to his amalgam of 
flowing rhymes laid over 
aggressive, distortion- 
heavy music. While not a 
vast departure from his 
storied legacy, with the in¬ 
flux of fresh talent, name¬ 
ly former hip-hop outfit 
The Coup vocalist Boots 
Riley as emcee, Morelio 
feels he is only starting to 
truly hit his stride as a 
musician. 

“Since Audioslave broke 
up, I felt this real free¬ 
dom,” he sighs. “It was 
great to reunite with Rage 
Against The Machine and 
do those shows and now 


doing this feels free and 
exciting. It’s some of the 
heaviest and hardest music 
I’ve ever been involved in. 
I enjoy that freedom.” 

Essentially a duo com¬ 
prised of Morelio directing 
the musical output — he 
wrote and produced the 


band’s eponymous debut, 
which was released last 
week — while Riley steers 
esthetics, Street Sweeper 
Social Club is the direct re¬ 
sult of years of sharing 
stages in various capacities 
honed down into one de¬ 
finable act, what Morelio 


acutely dubs “revolution¬ 
ary party jams.” 

“There’s a very clear and 
workable division of 
labour,” Morelio beams. “I 
write the music, Boots 
writes the lyrics. I produce 
the records, Boots designs 
the stage outfits. He comes

up with video ideas, I write 
the set lists. It’s very cool. 
I’ve never been in a band 
like this.” 

“Moreover, (Riley’s) a 
brilliant lyricist in the sto¬ 
rytelling and satire. He has 
a way of blending his per¬ 
sonal experience to larger 
issues in a way that people 
can really relate to. It’s my 
job as the music writer to 
deliver a ferocious musical 
bed that’s the spoonful of 
sugar to make the medi¬ 
cine go down. I describe 
this music — and I feel it’s 
pretty accurate — as revo¬ 
lutionary party jams. You 
can take those words to¬ 
gether or you can put a pe¬ 
riod between them: Revo¬ 
lutionary. Party. Jams.” 
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American Idol champ Jordin 
Sparks is ready for Battlefield 



Even Jordin Sparks knows 
how giddy she sounds. 

As the 19-year-old Ameri¬ 
can Idol champ rattles off a 
list of favourite tracks 
from her new album Bat¬ 
tlefield — released Sunday 
on 19 Recordings/Jive 
Records — her excitement 
is contagious. “I can’t wait 
for you to hear them,” she 
says. “I’m sure you can 
hear the smile in my 
voice.” 

There are plenty of rea¬ 
sons why Sparks is so hap¬ 
py. She’s been able to give 
her second set more atten¬ 
tion than her 2007 self-ti¬ 
tled debut, which was 
recorded in four weeks 
and rushed to stores 
soon after the Phoenix, 
Arlc., native won Ameri¬ 
can Idol. That album 
sold one million 
copies, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan. 

This time, Sparks 
spent four months 
writing and 

recording, enter¬ 
ing the studio in 
January. “I knew 
I’d be able to get 
more involved 
because we had 
the time,” Sparks 
says. “It’s an amazing feel¬ 
ing to put my experiences 
on paper, and all of a sud¬ 
den it becomes a song.” 


Like Sparks’ debut, Bat¬ 
tlefield leans heavily to¬ 
ward midtempo pop bal¬ 
lads with some songs 
skewing into R&B territory. 
The title track, produced 
and co-written by Ryan 
Tedder of OneRepublic, de¬ 
buted at No. 23 on the Bill¬ 
board Hot 100 the week af¬ 
ter Sparks introduced it on 
Idol.

laboration Watch You Go, 
the only song that features 
another artist.

Choosing Battlefiel” as 
the first single was a bold 
decision, since the song 
finds Sparks straying from 
her cheery demeanor and 
singing assertively about 
the dark side of love. Her 
new manager says it fit with 
their strategy to present 
Sparks in a new light. 

“Jordin started out as 
the youngest American 
Idol winner and had all 
the blessings that come 
with that,” says Kevin 
Jonas, who’s also the 
manager (and father) of 
the Jonas Brothers and 
handles Sparks with his 
partner Phil McIntyre. “But 
now it’s important for 
Jordin to tell everyone, ‘I 
am a strong woman and I 
have something to say.’”

Sun and the Boss set to shine 
on UK’s Glastonbury Festival

Bruce Springsteen will 
play an extra-long set and 
the sun will shine at the 
world’s biggest green held 
arts and music festival this 
year, Glastonbury Festival 
founder Michael Eavis 
said. 

Old favorites will domi¬ 
nate the June 24-28 festival 
as Neil Young, Tom Jones, 
Status Quo and Blur join 
Springsteen on the main 
stage, marking a return to 
the festival’s guitar-based 
roots after rap superstar 
Jay-Z headlined last year. 

This year, hip-hop artists 
like Q;Tip, Roots Manuva 
and Black Eyed Peas are 
mostly relegated to smaller 
areas on the southern Eng¬ 
lish farmland that Eavis 
has been opening up for 
Glastonbury since 1970, 
when the nominal entry 
fee included free milk 
from the farm. 

Springsteen is so keen to 
perform this year he has 
asked for more than his al¬ 
lotted time on the main 
Pyramid stage. 

“He wants to play for 


three hours actually, so we 
can give him two and a 
half by the sound of it or 
maybe two (hours) forty- 
five,” Eavis told Reuters as 
his cows were herded in¬ 
doors and he prepared for 
the invasion of some 
200,000 revellers. 


Other artists likely to ap¬ 
peal to a younger crowd in¬ 
clude indie pop group The 
Wombats, Australia’s 
Gabriella Cilmi, electro¬ 
pop musician Little Boots, 
and pop artist Lady Gaga. 

Eavis is confident that 
the weather will be good 


this year, but says there are 
enough marquees to cover 
everyone if the rain pours 
and the entire farm be¬ 
comes a sludgy mud bath 
as in previous years. 

The official weather fore¬ 
cast showed it could be a 
scorcher. reuters 


film Powerhouse Holly¬ 
wood director Michael Bay, 
who returns to theatres 
worldwide Wednesday 
with a Transformers se¬ 
quel, has blasted the mar¬ 
keting efforts of the film’s 
studio, Paramount Pic¬ 
tures. 

In a memo sent last 
month to top brass at the 
Viacom Inc unit, and pub¬ 
lished Sunday by celebrity 
gossip Web site TMZ.com, 
Bay complained there was 
no buzz surrounding 
Transformers: Revenge of 
the Fallen. 

“Right now we are not 
an event. We are just a se¬ 
quel, which is very differ¬ 
ent. There is no anticipa¬ 
tion. Remember back to 
Spider-Man 2 — it was 
everywhere,” he wrote. 

Bay added that advance 
word on the $200 million 
US robot extravaganza in 
publications like Enter¬ 
tainment Weekly, the Los 
Angeles Times and the 
New York Times had been 
an “abject failure,” and he 
described as “lame” a plan 
for him to preview a small 
clip at the MTV Movie 
Awards this month. 


“I cannot figure if this is 
a cash issue with your 
company? Is there some 
clever idea 
why we are 
not spend¬ 
ing? I’m not 
sure,” he 
said. “I’m 
sure though 
the movie 
will do fine, Michael Bay 
but not to 

your internal expectations 
because right now we are 
fooling ourselves by being 
cocky.” 

But in a second e-mail, 
sent June 6, Bay compared 
Paramount to a family and 
thanked the executives for 
“busting your butts and 
bringing your A game for 
the release of Transform¬ 
ers.” A Paramount spokes¬ 
woman declined to com¬ 
ment other than to point 
out that the latter e-mail 
“clearly speaks to a differ¬ 
ing stance than the for¬ 
mer.”

Pita Pizzas 

INGREDIENTS: 

Oil for greasing 

2 whole-wheat pita breads 

3 tbsp (45 ml) ketchup 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) Tabasco 
sauce 

2oz (55 g) each of 
Mozzarella, mature Ched¬ 
dar, and Pont-l’Eveque, 
Chaumes or Oka cheese 

1 medium red onion 

2 medium tomatoes 

1/2 large red or green pep¬ 
per 

1 clove garlic 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

4 black olives 

GARNISH: 

A few sprigs each of fresh 
marjoram and basil, 

2 tsp (10 ml) Parmesan 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). Lightly oil baking 
sheet. Open pitas and split 
in half with sharp knife. 

2. Mix ketchup with Tabas¬ 
co sauce. Spread some on 
each pita half and arrange 
on baking sheet. 

3. Grate Mozzarella and 
Cheddar cheese together 
and sprinkle over pitas. 


4. Slice or dice Pont- 
l’Eveque, Chaumes or Oka 
cheese and spread evenly 
over grated cheese. 

5. Peel onion and slice into 
thin wedges. Rinse and 
dry tomatoes and pepper. 
Slice tomato into rounds. 
Deseed and finely chop 
pepper. Arrange onion and 
tomatoes on top of cheese 
and scatter with chopped 
pepper. 

6. Peel and crush garlic, 
mix with olive oil and 
drizzle over pizzas. Place 
one olive in centre of each 
and bake on top shelf of 
oven for 10 minutes. 

7. Meanwhile, rinse and 
dry herbs, strip off leaves 
and put into bowl. Add 
Parmesan and mix. 

8. Remove pitas from 
oven, sprinkle with herbs 
and Parmesan mixture, 
and serve hot. serves 2
